New Uses for Lie Detectors 


Lie detection machines which have 


proved themselves in the solution of crimes 
and the conviction of criminals soon may 
become useful in other fields. Dr. Ralph 
Gerard, a neuro-physiologist at the Uni- 
versity of Michigan, recently suggested that 
national and world leaders could gain great 
prestige if they would submit to lie de- 
tectors or other truth detection procedures. 


Since the results of lie detector tests 


generally are accepted as accurate by the 
public even though they are not always ac- 
ceptable as evidence in court, it should be 
clear to most leaders that voluntarily sub- 
mitting to such tests in disputed instances 
•would lend great force to their statement 
provided of course they could succeed in 
the tests. 


Morris B. Holmberg. a Minneapolis at- 


torney, has proposed a similar use of the 
lie detector machine but he would have it 
apply to community leaders. Holmberg sug- 
gests that each county in the United States 
set up what he calls a golden rule panel of 
citizens. The purpose of the panel would be 
to help the general public appraise informa- 
tion supplied it on important issues by as- 
sisting the public to determine between sin- 
cerity and deceit. When a community prob- 
lem of general interest and of some im- 
portance involving controversy came be- 
fore the public the golden rule panel 
would assign one of its members to attend 
the meetings at which it might be discussed. 


The panel would employ a die detector 


to question all persons who accepted the 
challenge of the golden rule panel. If a 
representative of the panel should come 
upon an issue which he believed worthy of 
this type of examination he would, as Mr. 
Holmberg puts it. stand up and ask for rec- 
ognition from the chair. Then he would 
calmly and courteously ask the speakers if 


they would accept a challenge to take 
the golden rule test. 


Those agreeing would submit to ques- 


tions such as this: Do you believe what you 
propose would be good for your country? 
Do you believe it \vould be good for your 
own community? Do you believe it would 
be good for the members of your own 
family? Do you believe it would be good for 
you? 


What would be the likely effects? The 


examiner might state hypothetical situa- 
tions suggested by the other side's argu- 
ment or as suggested by the members of 
the panel. 


If the machine indicated the person in- 


terviewed believed that the situation sug- 
gested would be likely then the questioning 
could continue with the person being asked 
whether he would regard this effect as de- 
sirable. As a final question he could be 
asked if he was acting from any motive not 
disclosed to the panel. 


In most such cases the disputants on 


both sides would prove to be honestly advo- 
cating what they believed. However, the 
lie detector could easily turn up one or 
more who were motivated by a personal in- 
terest. If there were honest people and dis- 
honest people on both sides of an issue, and 
this could be revealed by the lie detector, 
the voters would be right back where they 
started. Indeed they might be much worse 
off for then they would be attempting to 
base their decision upon the report of a 
mechanical device rather than upon the ap- 
parent merits of the proposal. 


Such a proposal would fail also if its 


supporters were honest people but had in- 
sufficient information to make the proper 
choice. We are inclined to doubt that the 
golden rule committees actually would be 
worth one-tenth of what they would cost.
